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Prosecution in this case after allowance is reopened 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 72-75, 77-82, 85-87, 89-91 and 93-96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The phrase "Z1-Z2 
contains" is confusing. The structure of these groups is unclear. For example alkenyl, 
alkynyl and acyl are monovalent and thus can only be substituents in Z1-Z2 while 
carboxamide, sulfone and sulfonamide are divalent. Can they alone represent Z1-Z2 or 
must they be part of a larger undefined Z1-Z2. This same indefiniteness applies to Z1- 
Z2 contains a 5- or 6-membered aryl or heteroaryl ring. 

Claim 76 is deemed to be allowable! 

Applicants recite in their specification tests showing that their compounds are 
integrin antagonists. The compounds were active in several tests indicating inhibition of 
the following; platelet aggregation, angiogenesis and also indicating that they are 
selective integrin antagonists, .See pages 30-35 and 330-336. A quick search of 
Chemical Abstracts indicates that the claimed utilities are recognized for selective 
integrin antagonists.
